Workers 
wade into 
hornets' 
nest

Eminence city employ¬ 
ees neutralized a hor¬ 
nets’ nest on King Street 
Wednesday, after the 
aggressive wasps stung a 
resident of Hillcrest Street 
three times. 

Isaiah Dixie went to the 
hospital in Shelbyville for 
treatment after the hor¬ 
nets inexplicably attacked 
him while he rode his 
bike. 

Dixie and his friend had 
been heading to school 
with a planned stop to get 
a drink at the convenience 
store. 

“When we was on the 
way up the hill, I felt a 
bunch of hornets crawl¬ 
ing on my face,” he said. 
“When all of them got on 
my face, I was freaking 
out. I didn’t know what 
to do. I threw my bike 
down and took off run¬ 
ning.” 

When they stopped, 
Dixie got stung on his 
hand, above his upper lip 
and on the back of his 
head. It didn’t take long 
before the stings began 
swelling. 

“When I got to the 
school nurse, she said 
I needed to go to the 
doctor,” Dixie recalled, 
“because she was afraid 
my throat and tongue 
were going to get swollen 
and it was going to stop 
me from breathing.” 

After receiving medi¬ 
cine and an EpiPen at the 
hospital, Dixie’s swelling 
receded. Medical profes¬ 
sionals also advised Dixie 
needs to get tested for 
allergies. 

A neighbor who 
stopped to help the boys 
went to alert the police of 
the hornet problem. 

Officer Kevin Kemper 
and Troy Popp of 
Eminence public works 
responded, said Police 
Chief Carey Duncan. 

Popp fixed a blowtorch to 
a long stick and burned 
the hive and Kemper hit 
the wasps with insecticide. 

Popp also cut the 
branch with the hive and 
dropped it into his truck 
to dispose of it. 

The way he heard the 
scene described, Duncan 
could picture hornets 
crawling all over the 
Eminence workers. He 
appreciated that the two 
had risked getting stung 
themselves to keep others 
from injury.

Good returns 

Henry County Public Library sees a rise in use

Patrons of the Henry County Public 
Library who regularly check out the free 
materials and services can get a good return 
on their tax dollars, said Library Director 
Jessica Powell in a report at the August 
meeting of the Fiscal Court. 

In sharing facts from the library’s annual 
report for the year that ended in June, the 
director noted that a wide range of pro¬ 
grams have seen increased use over the last 
year. 

State law mandates that special taxing 
districts report to local government at what 
rate they set the tax, the librarian noted. 
Powell told the fiscal court that, after a 
long discussion, the library decided to 
go with the compensating rate as recom¬ 
mended by the Kentucky Department of 
Revenue. 

“That will allow us to provide the same 
level of service and, hopefully, exactly 
the same budget income that we had last 
year,” she said.

Henry 
schools 
seek max 
revenue

Henry County Public Schools 
officials are considering a 68.5 cent- 
tax rate in order to get a 4 percent 
increase in revenue, according to 
information from Superintendent Tim 
Abrams. 

As a public hearing on the pro¬ 
posed tax rates scheduled on Aug. 28 
at 6:30 p.m. approaches, educators 
advertised proposed levies of 68.5 
cents per $100 of valuation for both 
real and personal property. 

“On $100,000 of assessed property, 
it would increase the property owner’s 
taxes about $28 a year,” Abrams said. 

For fiscal year 2013-14, the levy of 
65.7 cents on real estate and personal

Candidates 
spar at Farm 
Bureau forum

After he’s spent 30 years in 
Washington, U.S. Senate candidate 
Alison Lundergan Grimes no lon¬ 
ger believes Senate Minority Leader 
Mitch McConnell is the best candi¬ 
date for Kentucky’s farmers. 

“Never has a senator been paid 
so much for doing so little for the 
people in Kentucky,” Grimes said at 
Kentucky Farm Bureau’s “Measure 
the Candidates” forum, held at 
its headquarters in Louisville on 
Wednesday. 

The forum is likely to be one of 
only a few times the two candidates 
for U.S. Senate, McConnell and 
Grimes, also Kentucky Secretary of 
State, will meet face-to-face this elec¬ 
tion cycle. For nearly two hours, the 
two traded jabs on farm and political 
issues in front of the Farm Bureau’s 
board of director and members of the 
press. 

In her opening comments, Grimes 
said McConnell has voted “no” 
against Kentucky farmers and can 
“no longer deliver” to farm fami¬ 
lies after 30 years of being in office. 
But McConnell fought back in his 
remarks saying he has supported 
Kentucky farmers by helping secure 
project funding for $41 million at the 
University of Kentucky, $12 million

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New Castle ready to sound 'Alert'

New Castle city offi¬ 
cials, to better com¬ 
municate with citizens, 
encouraged residents to 
sign up for the Reach 
Alert after contracting 
with the company. 

And within a week of 
receiving a letter from 
the city, 47 households, 
about 10 percent of the 
goal, had registered to 
receive messages through 
the program. 

City commission mem¬ 
bers made the decision 
to sign up for the service 
at their Aug. 4 meeting 
after a visit from Reach 
Alert’s Wendy Stidham. 

“We offer a communi¬ 


cation system to cities, so 
basically with our system, 
you can send any sort 
of alert to your citizens 
after they register, such 
as if you have a water line 


break or if there’s any 
kind of traffic,” she told 
the council. 

Reach Alert allows cli¬ 
ents to send out timely 
messages to citizens 
through text messages, 
phone calls or e-mails, 
Stidham said. The com¬ 
pany will provide New 
Castle with a form letter, 
telling citizens how to 
sign up, probably using 
the city’s zip code to get 
started. 

For the first year of 
service, New Castle offi¬ 
cials would pay $1 per 
household in the city, 
which Reach Alert put 
at 450, Stidham said. 
Beginning in the second 
year, the fee would go to 
$2 per household based 
on the actual number of 


users. 

If the service had 300 
users in New Castle, 
then the company would 
charge $600 in the sec¬ 


ond year, for example, 
city officials discussed. 

What if only 100 
households sign up? 
Would Reach Alert 
refund the $350 differ¬ 
ence? Commission mem¬ 
ber Janet King asked. In 
a way, wouldn’t the city 
be “overpaying” for the 
service? 

Residents would still 
have the option of sign¬ 
ing up in the first year, 
Stidham answered. She 
expected most of the 
city’s population would 
sign up at the outset. 

“Then, after that, it 
takes an event, such as, 
you know, a snow storm 
comes through, and you 
have some traffic out 
there, and people don’t 
know what’s happening, 
so they start calling in,” 
she said. 

New Castle officials 
could take that time 
to remind people that 


Reach Alert is available 


to get messages out, 
Stidham said. 

How is this different 
from the alerts that the 
state police send out? 
asked commission mem¬ 
ber Harry Mitchell. 

“For one thing, we 
could not get the state 
police to get a boil water 
advisory out,” answered 
City Clerk Lynn Adams. 

Mayor Denny Benham 
made the motion to 
approve a contract with 
Reach Alert at a cost of 
$450 the first year and 
then at a fee of $2 per 
household the second 
year. “It’s a small fee for 
what it can do — espe¬ 
cially for boil water advi¬ 
sories,” the mayor said. 

After a second from 
King, the motion was 
approved unanimously. 

“We just need to get 
the ball rolling,” Benham 
said. 


Pleasureville allows use of ballfield

The ballfield in 
Pleasureville hasn’t been 
used in several years, 
but Joey Schoenbaechler 
of Henry County Girls 
Youth Softball wants to 
change that. 

“I have parents and 
volunteers willing to do 
the upkeep and keep it 
nice,” Schoenbaechler 
told the Pleasureville city 
commissioners. “Fields 
are getting crowded 
throughout the county, 
and we would like to 
have a practice field 
and maybe a place for a 
makeup game or two.” 

At the August com¬ 
mission meeting, it was 
noted that the field 
was in need of main¬ 
tenance and a fence 
needed repairs and is 
arguably unsafe right 
now. Jamie Tingle, who 
used the field for years 
for Pleasureville Youth 
Baseball, said the neces¬ 


sary repairs were minor. 

“The field’s ready to 
play on. It wouldn’t take 
much to get the field 
going,” Tingle told com¬ 
missioners. “Fixing the 
fence might cost you 
$100. You’ve got the 


posts to fix it already.” 

Tingle, who now 
directs the Henry 
County Youth Baseball 
League, said his teams 
moved off the field near 
the firehouse and onto 
fields at Harry Hill Park, 
a more centralized loca¬ 
tion for parents and play¬ 
ers that also provided 
some concession stand 
proceeds to support the 
league’s expenses. 

He had no qualms 
with the softball league 
using the field. 

“If Joey wants to take 
it over, let him take it 
over,” he said. “That it’s 
getting used and being 
used right and being 
taken care of, that’s my 
main objective. There are 
lots of good memories 
on that field. I played on 
that field. Lots of teams 
have played on that 
field.” 

Commissioners were 
eager to have the field 
used and maintained as 
well. 

“We want somebody 
to use it,” said Mayor 
Rodney Young. “We 
don’t want it sitting over 
there like it is.” 

However, commis¬ 
sioners were also quick 
to point out that the 
field must be shared with

A few individual hor¬ 
nets remained afterward, 
but Duncan didn’t think 
anyone else would be 
attacked. 

Ronetta Vargas, Dixie’s 


mother, also appreciated 
the attention given to her 
son. She thought it was 
nice that while they were 
still at the emergency 
room, Officer Kemper 
called to check on Dixie a 
couple times. 

A hornet sting could 
have been fatal to an 
older person or a person 
who was allergic, Vargas 
noted. “I believe the situ¬ 
ation was addressed cor¬ 
rectly and in a reasonable 
time.”

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Organic farming has natural appeal 


Growing up next to 
corn and beans farms, 
running in between the 
corn stalks as a child 
and riding my grandpa’s 
tractor and combine, I 
can still picture the long 
straight rows in fields 
that appeared to run 
from a county road to 
the horizon. 

Grandpa disked the 
earth and spread the 
seeds during spring from 
his Massey-Ferguson 
tractor, pointed the tines 
of the John Deere com¬ 
bine into the rows and 
gathered them in the fall. 

For some reason, 
watching the augur at 
work to fill the immense 
silos with the harvest 
intrigued me most of all. 

I can remember the 
adults didn’t think we 
youngsters capable of 
much discretion. They 
told us to stay out of 
the barn loft, because 
we would fall. To keep 
away from the five-gallon

buckets of herbicide 
because we’d get poi¬ 
soned. 

Not to go into the 
field when the combines 
rolled through threshing 
or too close to the gears 
of the heavy machinery 
or we’d lose a limb, or 
worse, the adults also 
warned us. At a mini¬ 
mum, a chiggers would 
get us. 

Family members 
repeated these danger¬ 
ous elements of farm life 


often to the children, 
and they reserved the 
discussion of keeping 
enough money flow¬ 
ing to pay mortgages 
for serious discussions 
among the adults. 

Farming organi¬ 
cally just didn’t enter the 
thought processes at the 
time. 

So, I have a harder 
time envisioning 
what a farm looks like 
under “regenerative 
organic agriculture,” 
as championed by the 
Rodale Institute out of 
Pennsylvania, website 
http: // rodaleinstitute. 
org/. 

The agricultural 
research group says 
organic farming would 
protect topsoil through 
planting cover crops and 
crop rotations, building 
up the earth through 
mulching and compost¬ 
ing, and spare the farmer 
the expense of buying all 
those herbicide and pes¬ 


ticides. 

Regenerative farming 
basically would remove 
the chemical crutch 
in favor of boosting 
soil health, researchers 
explained. This while 
keeping food production 
about the same as con¬ 
ventional farming. 

“Consistent results 
from the study have 
shown that organic yields 
match or surpass those of 
conventional farming,” 
the researchers said on 
Rodale’s website. “In 
years of drought, organic 
corn yields are about 30 
percent higher.” 

Organic methods 
“minimize biota dis¬ 
turbance and erosion 
losses while incorporat¬ 
ing carbon rich amend¬ 
ments and retaining the 
biomass of roots and 
shoots,” Rodale research¬ 
ers said on the website. 

“These practices pow¬ 
erfully combine with the 
spirit of organic agricul¬ 


ture to produce healthy 
soil, healthy food, clean 
water and clean air using 
inexpensive inputs local 
to the farm. This long¬ 
term integrated approach 
builds soil health, provid¬ 
ing nutrient, pest and 
disease resistance.” 

Organic farming has 
a wholesome appeal and 
perhaps a financial ben¬ 
efit, too. 

The Wall Street Journal 
reports that farmers 
spent $13.7 billion on 
chemicals in 2012. The 
sprays make up about 
12 percent of a soybean 
farmer’s expense from 
that year’s crop. 

The proportion of 
costs for chemical use 
per acre is also rising, 
USA Today reported in 
2012. An article quoted 
a Mississippi farmer say¬ 
ing his herbicide costs 
went from $45 per acre 
up to $100 just for weed 
control. 

When I think back to 


the difficulty that came 
along for grandpa back 
in the day with his mort¬ 
gage hanging over the 
farm and shelling out 
cash for equipment and 
the supplies, I wonder if 
organic farming might 
have been the safer eco¬ 
nomic bet, too. 

Certainly, grandpa 
wouldn’t have had to 
worry about the little 
ones running around 
the farm getting into the 
chemical supplies. 

Given all the costs 
that crop up with chemi¬ 
cal use, maybe grandpa 
would have chosen to 
grow his corn and beans 
a different way if he were 
farming today. 

The adults would have 
found some other reason 
to remonstrate us. 

I imagine that us boys 
would have been yelled 
at to stop running in the 
fields to keep from tram¬ 
pling the cover crops and 
causing erosion.

A handout given to the 
fiscal court shared that 
the compensating rate for 
the coming year has been 
set at 8.6 cents per $100 
value of real property, 
which Powell said would 
amount to $86 in taxes 
on a $100,000 house 
and lot. 

Officials expect the 
compensating rate to 
bring in about $737,000 
in revenue for the library, 
according to the docu¬ 
ment. 

“And the reason 
why that service is so 
important.... we had 
over 69,000 visits to our 
library last year,” she 
said, referring to another 
handout with statistics 


about library use. “I 
think it’s really easy for 
people to forget — we’re 
tucked away around the 
corner in Eminence, but 
our library is there for 
everybody in the county, 
and it’s very, very well 
used.”

Redbox customers 
would have to pay $5 
to keep a DVD over the 
five-day check out period 
that the library allows, 
Powell added. 

On top of that, the 
library circulated a little 
more than 40,000 books 
in 2013. 


Sharing the benefits 
of the library for Henry 
County households, 
Powell said if each mem¬ 
ber of a family of four 
came in once a month 
and checked out the limit 
of 20 items apiece, the 
savings would add up. 

“That’s $19,000 of 
free material for what 
will be $86 they pay [in 
taxes] per $100,000 of 
property that you own,” 
Powell said. “So that’s 
an enormous return on 
investment for the people 
of the county.” 

To show that atten¬ 
dance has grown for sev¬ 
eral services, Powell told 
fiscal court that requests 
for information rose 
11 percent last year to 
21,800; the young adult 
program attracted 834 
attendees, a 147 percent 
increase from 2013; and 


programs for elementary 
aged children saw atten¬ 
dance of 5,691, a 278 
percent annual increase. 

“The thing that I 
am most proud of, our 
young adult program 
and elementary school 
age program, our atten¬ 
dance. .. has just been 
through the roof for the 
last year,” Powell said. 

She credited children’s 
librarian Suzanne Banta, 
whom she called “a force 
of nature in this county.” 

“She has given so 
much of her life this 
summer,” Powell said 
about Banta. “She’s 
completely dedicated. 

She had no vacation time 
— when the rest of us 
were off taking vacations, 
she was leading our sum¬ 
mer reading program. I 
think it’s really appropri¬ 
ate to thank her, as well. 


She makes this an enor¬ 
mous success.” 

Young adult services 
include an after-school 
teen book club, as well 
as a teen advisory group 
that has the task of 
finding ways to bring 
in more of their peers, 
Powell said. “I should 
say there aren’t a lot of 
after-school activities 
in this county for the 
kids to participate in, if 
they’re not really into 
sports. And especially in 
winter, there’s nothing 
to do.” 

Many programs for 
adults include how to use 
technology. 

Judge-Executive John 
Fogan Brent thanked 
Powell for the library 
increasing their pres¬ 
ence in the community 
by attending many of 
the festivals around the 


county. 

Powell noted that staff 
set up booths at four of 
the festivals this year, 
like Eminence Day and 
Campbellsburg Day. 

“We love to do it,” she 
said. It’s great to get out 
into the community,” she 
said. 

After the meeting, 
Powell told the Henry 
County Local that the 
library has plans to 
expand its hours beyond 
5 p.m. on more days. 

Beginning Sept. 15, 
the library will stay open 
until 8 p.m. to better 
accommodate the com¬ 
munity, she said. 

This is necessary 
because so many people 
can’t make it before 5 
p.m. because of their 
work and their commute. 
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at Western Kentucky 
University and $850,000 
for Murray State 
University. He also 
explained that he has 
fought for tobacco buy¬ 
outs that his colleagues, 
both Republicans and 
Democrats, weren’t too 
keen on. 

“It’s not paid for 
by taxpayers’ funds,” 
McConnell said. “It’s 
paid for by the users of 
the product, allowing us 
to transition into a pri¬ 
vate market.” 

Farm Policy 

Chairman Mark 
Haney, a farmer from 
Pulaski County, ques¬ 
tioned the candidates 
on how they would go 
about strengthening 
the Agricultural Act of 
2014, also known as 
the farm bill, which was 
signed into law on Feb. 

7 establishing nutrition, 
commodity, crop insur¬ 
ance, conservation and 
other agricultural/food 
programs for the next 
five years. 

The biggest threat 
to Kentucky farmers, 
McConnell said, is the 
animosity toward tobac¬ 
co. He said he’s working 
to eliminate the effort 
to get rid of insurance 
for tobacco growers. 
McConnell supported 
the farm bill saying that 
it has “a lot of poten¬ 
tial.” 

“Had we not gotten 
the bill when we did, I 
don’t think it would’ve 
been as good as it actu¬ 
ally is,” McConnell said. 

Grimes said she saw 


many western Kentucky 
farmers who were wor¬ 
ried about the lapses in 
the farm bill that could 
cause them to lose crops 
and land. She was hard 
on McConnell, bring¬ 
ing up a recent story in 
The Hill newspaper that 
said McConnell doesn’t 
show up to agriculture 
committee meetings and 
doesn’t speak up in the 
Senate. 

“An honest day’s 
work for an honest day’s 
pay.. .that’s what our 
farmers expect,” Grimes 
said. 

International Trade 

Fritz Giesecke, board 
member and farmer 
from Hart County, 
posed a question to the 
candidates about fair 
and open world trade. 

He asked the candi¬ 
dates how future free 
trade agreements can be 
developed to enhance 
market opportunities for 
Kentucky farmers. 

Grimes said it all 
begins with having a job 
plan and creating a level 
playing field. She said the 
goal is to use ideas that 
bring billions of dollars 
into the United States 
and reduce the deficit. 
Grimes said she will fight 
for Kentucky, a state 
that is helping feed the 
world with $2.4 billion 
in exports. 

“We need some¬ 
one fighting for each 
and every one of our 
farmers,” Grimes said. 
“Someone who wants to 
fix the mess that we have 
here in Washington and 
putting our farmers first. 
The mess that we have 
here in Washington, is 
not helping the farmers.” 


In response to Grimes’ 
attack on his absence at 
agriculture committee 
meetings, McConnell 
insisted he simply can’t 
attend all committee 
meetings because he is 
working with “much 
more consequential 
issues” as leader of the 
Republican Party in the 
U.$. Senate. He said 
the biggest benefit of 
American trade is agri¬ 
culture. 

Fiscal Policy 

McConnell has said 
previously he blames the 
Obama Administration 
for the nation c s $17 tril¬ 
lion debt crisis. He said 
he expects that the debt 
ceiling will be raised 
to $20 trillion by the 
end of Obama’s term. 
McConnell said that the 
administration “needs 
to be stopped” and that 
he would like to see the 
country go in a “differ¬ 
ent direction” in 2015, 
saying that every issue 
discussed in Washington 
should be a way “to 
tackle debt” and get “the 
economy going.” 

In response, Grimes 
said the common 
denominator in the debt 
issue in the past 30 years 
is McConnell. 

“We need to be work¬ 
ing to cut debt in the 
right way,” Grimes said. 

Healthcare 

Eddie Melton, of 
Webster County, asked 
the candidates what steps 
they would advocate 
be taken to provide all 
Americans with afford¬ 
able, quality health care. 
Grimes said that she 
would work to “stream¬ 


line” the Affordable 
Care Act and extend the 
grandfather clause. 

Grimes said instead of 
repealing the ACA, she 
would like to address the 
cost of individual health¬ 
care plans. 

“It requires a sena¬ 
tor that doesn’t want to 
repeal root and branch 
the access to healthcare 
that Kentuckians just 
got for the first time,“ 
Grimes said. “When 
it comes to choosing 
Washington or Kentucky, 
I’ll put 500,000 
Kentuckians first every 
single time.” 

McConnell criticized 
Grimes’ support of the 
ACA, also known as 
ObamaCare, saying 2.5 
million jobs will be lost 
due to the law. 

“It should be pulled 
out root and branch and 
we ought to start over,” 
McConnell said. 

Immigration and Farm 
Labor 

The question of what 
legislative reforms should 
be supported to help 
farmers secure a will¬ 
ing, legal workforce was 
posed because farm¬ 
ers are routinely facing 
a shortage of workers 
because of immigra¬ 
tion laws, according to 
the Farm Bureau board 
members. 

McConnell used his 
wife, Elaine Chao, as an 
example of the history of 
how legal immigration 
has been influential to 
the country. 

“I support legal immi¬ 
gration, but we need to 
make some changes in 
it,” McConnell said. 

McConnell said immi¬ 
gration needs to be more 
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Kentucky Secretary of State and U.S. Senate candidate Alison

merit-based and tilted 
toward people that can 
immediately be produc¬ 
tive in the workforce. 

Grimes said she hoped 
Congress would pass a 
comprehensive immi¬ 
gration plan and that 
McConnell said “no” 
to troops guarding the 
boarders and also to an 
earned pathway to citi¬ 
zenship. 

“If we can finally get 
someone in Washington 
that listens to what 
Kentucky Farm Bureau’s 
hopes are, we might see 
them become a reality,” 
Grimes said. 


Environmental Issues 

Fastly, KFB asked the 
candidates what steps 
they would take to 
ensure the environment 
was protected and which 
regulations they thought 
were most affecting 
farmers. Grimes said she 
is in favor of support¬ 
ing the efforts of farm 
families and doesn’t want 


the EPA to extend their 
footprint unnecessarily. 

McConnell said the 
change agent is himself, a 
potential leader in a new 
majority taking charge 
of government agen¬ 
cies, if he were to win 
re-election and the GOP 
wins control of the U.S. 
Senate. McConnell said 
the only way to deal with 
agencies like the EPA is 
through regulating their 
spending processes. 

In closing remarks, 
McConnell used his two 
Golden Plow awards 
given by the American 
Farm Bureau to signify 
his commitment to the 
private enterprise system. 
He said this was a “dis¬ 
tinct advantage” over his 
competitor. 

Grimes said she is con¬ 
fident she is ready to be 
the new face of Kentucky 
in the U.S. Senate. 

“There’s room for 
a new name on that 
plaque, the era of ear¬ 
marks is over,” Grimes 
said. 
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property brought in just 
a little more than $4 mil¬ 
lion in revenue for the 
schools. 

The proposed rate of 
68.5 cents for 2014-15 
would bring in nearly 
$4.34 million in revenue, 
about $337,320 more 
than the prior year. 

The school board has 
a range of options on its 
revenue collections — 
from leaving the rate the 


same to increasing it to 
bring in 4 percent more 
in local funds, Abrams 
said. 

Kentucky, by state 
law, limits the amount 
of new revenue that a 
government can collect 
at 4 percent, he added. 
Any higher rate increase 
could be overturned by 
the voters with a recall 
petition. 

“What we do is we 
always advertise for the 
rate that we can levy 
without the chance for 
recall,” Abrams said. 

The proposed tax 


increase would bring 
in $337,320 only if the 
county collected 100 
percent of all taxes owed. 
Abrams noted that the 
collection rate last year 
topped out at 94 percent 
of all taxes owed. 

Assuming roughly 
96 percent of taxes got 
collected, the proposed 
increase would only 
bring in $168,436, he 
added. 

The school board’s 
other options include 
taking the compensating 
rate to bring in about the 
same revenue; leaving the 


taxes at last year’s rate; 
or set the rate at a mid¬ 
point between the com¬ 
pensating rate and the 
maximum possible rate. 

Feaving the rate the 
same would result in 
a revenue loss to the 
school system of at least 
$2,000, Abrams said. 

Funding from state 
and federal sources is 
down from 2012, when 
Kentucky provided 
$10.44 million to Henry 
County schools and 
federal funding came to 
$1.14 million, he said. 
This year, state funds 


are projected at about 
$10.17 million and 
$971,297 for federal. 

Though state officials 
did increase funding 
for local schools some, 
that increase did not 
cover the expenses for a 
mandated 1 percent pay 
increase for employees, 
he added. 

“In order to keep up, 
some of that is being 
shifted to the local tax 
base,” Abrams said. 

Any new revenue col¬ 
lected will go toward 
instruction, he said. That 
could include teacher 


pay, computer replace¬ 
ment, software upgrades 
or anything else used in 
the classroom. 

Getting the revenue 
is crucial, Abrams said. 
“Trying to be financially 
responsible, you don’t 
want your expenses to 
be higher than your rev¬ 
enue.”

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Sorting through the facts about lice 


Was your child sent 
home from school or 
daycare with head lice? 
Just saying or reading 
the word lice makes 
most of us start itching. 
Six to 12 million chil¬ 
dren in the U.S. are 
infested with lice each 
year. September is even 
designated as National 
Lice Prevention Month. 
Lice are yellowish white 
insects that are about 
the size of a sesame 
seed. These tiny para¬ 
sitic insects live among 
human hairs and feed on 
tiny amounts of blood 
from the scalp. While 
lice are very annoying 
and sometimes tough to 
get rid of, they are not 
dangerous. It is impor¬ 
tant to treat head lice as 
soon as they are discov¬ 
ered because they can 
spread easily from person 
to person. 

Myths about head lice: 
• Only dirty kids get lice 
— false. Head lice can 
infect anyone regardless 
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of age, race, or “cleanli¬ 
ness.” 

• Head lice are danger¬ 
ous — false. Head lice 
do not carry any diseases 
and will not make you 
sick. 

• Head lice always make 
your scalp itch — false. 
Only some people are 
allergic to the saliva from 
the louse and that is 
what makes it itch. 

• Lice can live in your 
house for weeks — false. 
Lice usually survive less 
than 48 hours away from 
a human 


• You can get head lice 
from pets — false. Head 
lice only are spread from 
human to human. 

Truths about head lice: 

• Lice cannot fly or 
hop - True, but they do 
crawl quickly. Lice can 
be projected from the 
scalp as a result of static 
buildup from brushing 
dry hair. 

• Head lice do not 
spread easily from pil¬ 
lows, furniture, stuffed 
animals, or clothes 

- True. If you are wor¬ 
ried an item is con¬ 
taminated, wash the 
items in hot water (at 
least 130 degrees F. If 
it is an item that can’t 
be washed, put it in a 
sealed plastic bag for two 
weeks. 

• Head lice spread only 
through close contact 
with a person’s head 

- True. Examples are 
sharing things like hats, 
brushes, scarves, or pil¬ 
lows. 

• It takes eight or nine 


days for nits (lice eggs) 
to hatch. This is why 
you should initially treat 
for lice and re-treat in 
two weeks. 

• Mayonnaise, olive oil, 
margarine, butter, and 
similar home remedies 
may help get rid of lice 
but over the counter lice 
shampoos or prescription 
treatments from your 
doctor are more effec¬ 
tive. 

What to do if your child 
is infected with lice: 

• Take a deep breath 
and know that it will be 
ok. 

• Check the entire fam¬ 
ily for lice and treat 
anyone who was in close 
contact with the child 

• Call your doctor 
for advice on picking 
the correct treatment 
options. Some medica¬ 
tions are safer for young 
children than others. 
After using lice sham¬ 
poo, use a special nit 
comb to remove dead 
lice and nits. 


• De-louse the house by 
washing all sheets and 
clothing in hot water and 
then drying in high heat 
for 20 minutes. Store 
non-washable items in a 
sealed plastic bag for two 
weeks. Soak hair care 
items like combs or bar¬ 
rettes in rubbing alcohol 
or medicated shampoo 
for at least one hour or 
throw them away. 

• Notify the school or 
daycare, call parents of 
children who have been 
in close contact with 
your child, and cancel 
any sleep-overs or play- 
dates until you are sure 
your child is lice free. 

A few simple steps 
can help prevent future 
infestations. Advise your 
children not to share 
hats, helmets, brushes, 
hair bands/ribbons, or 
any other items that 
touches the head of 
someone else. 

Try to avoid head to 
head contact when play¬ 
ing with other children. 


Make sure that you are 
very diligent as you 
“de-louse” your home. 
Products that repel lice 
or adding tea tree oil to 
shampoo are not proven 
to prevent the spread of 
lice. It won’t hurt to try 
most of these products, 
but your child may end 
up smelling like a citro- 
nella candle. 

Call your doctor for 
more information about 
the treatment and pre¬ 
vention of lice.

Frequently asked questions for children's medication safety 


Did you know that 
medications are the top 
cause of poisoning in 
kids? Together, we can 
help change that! To get 
started, here are a few 
answers to some ques¬ 
tions parents commonly 
ask about medication 
safety for kids. 

1. Where should I 
store medications? People 
may call it the “medicine 
cabinet,” but it’s not a 
good place to store medi¬ 
cations. Bathrooms are 
moist and can lower the 
strength of a medication. 
Plus, they’re a little too 
easy for little hands to get 
into. 

Instead, keep drugs, 
eye drops, and vitamins 
out of sight and out of 
reach of children. Try a 
high place, such as a hall 
closet or kitchen shelf. 
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Don’t forget that a curi¬ 
ous kid may easily find 
medicine in a purse or 
dresser drawer. 

2. How should I mea¬ 
sure medicine? With 
young children, it’s 
especially important to 
get the dosing right. 
Always use the dosing 
device that comes with 
the medicine. Measuring 


spoons or other home 
utensils aren’t the same as 
a medication syringe or 
cup. If you use a syringe, 
try squirting the medi¬ 
cine on the inside of the 
cheek where there are 
fewer taste buds. 

If your child takes the 
wrong dosage, call me 
right away. I can tell you 
whether or not it’s cause 
for concern. Or call 
Poison Control for assis¬ 
tance as well. 

3. Does a spoonful of 
sugar help the medicine 
go down? Some medi¬ 
cines can taste pretty 
nasty to a child! It may 
be okay to mix a liq¬ 
uid medication with 
chocolate or maple syrup. 
However, don’t do this 
for babies. If they don’t 
finish a bottle, they won’t 
get the right amount of 


medication. And check 
with me before crushing 
and mixing a tablet or 
capsule with food. 

4. Is it okay to share 
prescription medications? 
No matter how similar 
their symptoms, don’t 
have your kids share 
medications. And never 
repackage them. Keep 
medications in their origi¬ 
nal childproof container. 

5. How long can my 
child use a medication? 

Be sure to not use drugs 
past their expiration date. 
Most drugs lose their 
strength after about a 
year. If you have any 
question about whether 
or not to use a drug, talk 
with your child’s doctor 
or me. 

6. Are OTC drugs safe 
for kids? Be sure to read 
labels. Not all over-the- 


counter (OTC) medica¬ 
tions are safe for children 
of all ages. Of course, 
never give aspirin to any 
child—it can cause seri¬ 
ous illness, even death. 

Make sure you know 
a drug’s potential side 
effects. But stay alert 
to any adverse reac¬ 
tions. Kids can be more 
sensitive to drugs than 
adults. For example, cold 
medications can cause 
excitability or severe 
drowsiness in kids, even 
at lower doses. The FDA 
recommends that you not 
use OTC cough and cold 
medications in children 
younger than age two. 
Rest, clear fluids, and a 
humidifier may be the 
best route to recovery 
from colds and flu. 

Remember: There’s 
no substitute for getting 


your specific questions 
answered. I’m here to 
personally talk with you 
about your child’s medi¬ 
cations. I can also suggest 
OTC drugs and discuss 
any concerns you have 
about side effects. If you 
don’t remember a ques¬ 
tion until you’re home, 
that’s okay, just give me 
a call.

Algal blooms can reduce water quality 
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Several times over 
the years I’ve had calls 
concerning weird things 
going on with ponds 
and small lakes. These 
are not the usual moss 
and weed problems we 
see, but something very 
different. Some folks 
describe it as a floating 
layer of paint, and it can 
be a mixture of greens, 
browns, blues and white 
colorations. So, what’s 
going on? 

Algal blooms of blue- 
green algae are most 
likely the cause of the 
problem. Algal blooms 
are accumulated popula¬ 
tions of algae in freshwa¬ 
ter environments. They 
can and do reduce water 
quality, so animals may 
not drink as much as 
they need in our warmer 
months. Of the more 
than 2,000 species of 


blue-green algae, at least 
80 are known to produce 
cyanotoxins (poisons) 
that can affect animal 
and human health. You 
may have heard national 
news reports of toxic 
algal blooms in the Great 
Lakes area, and closer 
to home, we’ve had rec¬ 
reational advisories for 
some of Kentucky’s lakes 
such as Taylorsville Lake, 
Nolin and Barren River 
lakes. 

Dr. Michelle Arnold, 
UK Veterinarian, (who 
will be one of our pre¬ 


senters at the October 
1 st Regional Cattleman’s 
Field Day at Old 
Homestead Farm) indi¬ 
cates that while algal 
blooms can occur at any 
time of the year, they 
happen most often in 
the warmer months of 
June through September. 
Several environmental 
factors such as water 
temperature, sunlight, 
water pH and nutri¬ 
ent concentration affect 
when blooms occur, 
and also which algal 
population is prevalent. 


Animals that consume 
affected water may die 
suddenly or suffer from 
weakness and stagger¬ 
ing, depending on the 
toxin and how much 
they ingested. 

Dr. Arnold mentions 
a few simple steps to 
help keep livestock, pets, 
and humans safe from 
algae poisoning. Always 
assume that a blue-green 
algal bloom is toxic. 
Provide clean, fresh 
water to animals, and 
fence off their access to 
stagnant, scum covered 
ponds. Algaecides such 
as copper sulfate can 
be used to reduce algal 
populations, but prevent 
animal access for at least 
a week to allow degrada¬ 
tion of any released tox¬ 
ins into the water. It is 
usually best to wait until 
ponds are no longer 


stagnant before allowing 
access again. 

ADVANCED GRAZING 
SCHOOL 

Grazing lands for 
ruminant animals is 
certainly one of Henry 
County’s greatest agri¬ 
cultural assets. With 
more than half the cost 
of keeping an animal 
associated with the feed 
it consumes, it makes 
economic sense to 
maximize the number of 
grazing days on any par¬ 
ticular farm. 

While it is unlikely 
we’ll ever be able to 
sustain livestock year 
round without some 
stored feed, techniques 
to extend our grazing 
seasons can reduce our 
dependence on more 


costly machine har¬ 
vested hay and silage. 

UK Extension is offering 
an Advanced Grazing 
School on September 
11, 8:30 a.m., at the 
Eden Shale Farm near 
Owen ton. It will pro¬ 
vide in-field learning 
opportunities and a 
chance to see forage 
management and graz¬ 
ing systems first hand. 
Information on warm- 
season annuals and 
perennials, stockpiling, 
pasture renovation, creep 
grazing alfalfa and other 
topics will be discussed 
at various stops during 
the day.

“So many people have 
asked me about my years 
in the CIA that I decided 
to give readers an inside 
look at the agency and 
the three international 
crises in which I was a 
direct or indirect par¬ 
ticipant,” said the Shelby 
County resident in a 
news release. 

Matthews worked for 
the Foreign Broadcast 
Information Service out 


of Vienna and inter¬ 
cepted radio broadcasts 
from then-Soviet-bloc 
countries. This informa¬ 
tion helped provide clues 
about what was going on 
behind the Iron Curtain. 

He and his family 
also saw the Hungarian 
Revolution when he 
lived in Vienna, Austria 
in 1956. 

Still with the Foreign 
Broadcast Information 
Service in Washington in 
1961, Matthews learned 
about an intercepted 
broadcast by a clandes¬ 
tine rebel radio group 
that supported the over¬ 
throw of Fidel Castro.

With 11:29 left 
in the game the Rockets 
still had hope as they 
took over on their own 
20-yard line. 

But the Wildcats’ 
defense continued its 
stellar play and shut 
the Rockets down. The 
Rockets got a scare when 
Woolwine had to leave 
the game but it was 
only leg cramps and he 
returned after sitting out 
one offensive series. 

Despite the late hour, 
the heat and humidity 
still took a toll as several 
players from each team 
went down with cramps. 

After a couple of short 
series for both offenses, 
Shelby County struck 
for another long pass 
play when Woolwine 
hit Harris on a 30-yard 
touchdown with 2:38 
remaining. 

With the score 16-14, 
Shelby County tried an 
onside kick but Johnson 
recovered for the Cats 
and they proceeded to 
grind out yardage and 
try to kill the clock. The 
Rockets finally stopped 
the Cats at the 3 6-yard 
line when Spencer was 
stopped on fourth and 
inches on a quarterback 
sneak with 26 seconds 
left. 

After an incomplete 
pass the Rockets gained 
short yardage on a 
Stoudemire reception 
and then spiked the ball 
to stop the clock with 
1.8 seconds left. 

The Rockets tried a 
desperation hook and 
lateral on the game’s final 
play but the Wildcats 


were able to make the 
tackle near midfield after 
the horn had sounded. 

The Wildcats’ victory 
celebration started at 
12:34 on Saturday morn¬ 
ing. The team joyfully 
received the Dairy Queen 
Bowl trophy after Jared 
Yount had been named 
the game’s MVP because 
of his stellar defensive 
and special teams play. 

Hartsell led the Cats’ 
ground attack with 112 
yards on 15 carries. Clark 
had 64 yards on 15 car¬ 
ries, Fish had 44 yards 
on 11 carries and Hagan 
had 40 yards on 7 car¬ 
ries. The Cats had 244 
yards rushing for the 
game. Spencer connected 
on two of eight passes 
for 30 yards. Fish led the 
team in tackles with five. 
Gavin Black had an inter¬ 
ception and Yount and 
Mayer each had a fumble 
recovery. 

“We moved the ball 
up and down the field 
all night,” said Henry 
County coach Jason 
Spencer. “But Shelby was 
able to get big stops at 
crucial times. It’s tough 
to move the ball when 
they are blitzing nine 
guys. I feel like we were 
more physical than them 
the whole game. They 
just caught us on third 
and fourth down a few 
times.” 

Spencer thought the 
entire roster contributed 
to the win. 

“I was proud of the 
offensive line, the defen¬ 
sive line, the linebackers 
and really everybody 
played well,” Spencer 
said. “These kids have 
one mindset, one goal 
and that is to walk on the 
carpet at Bowling Green. 
I am very proud of how 
they stuck together. This 
was a total team win. 
Offense, defense, all of 
them.”

caught the two-point 
conversion pass from 
Trevor Peyton to give 
the Warriors a two-point 
lead.

“The administrators, 
coaches and officials were 
in agreement to call the 
game because of the 
conditions and time,” 
McDowell said. “We got 
back on the bus to come 
home at 1 a.m. our time. 
I didn’t get home until 
4:15.” 

McDowell was 
impressed with the 
Warriors’ opponent. 

Caverna had a lot of 
team speed,” McDowell 
said. “They are going to 
win a lot of games. I’ve 
talked to coaches around 
there and they are very 
concerned about them.” 

McDowell took some 
positives from the game.
